spheres of influence. 


The question isn't whether Rus- 


sia should readjust her spheres, 
since the other allies have conced- 
ed" a 
major realignment. 
But 


there's a growing feeling among 
statesmen of England and Ameri- 
ca that Moscow's plans go much 
further than is required in the in- 
terest of Russian security and well 
being. 


In short John Bull and Uncle 


Sam pause for consideration before 
takine a hand in building a co- 
lossus' which would stand astride 
the whole world. Naturally this 
is an anxious moment, for every 
time there is a clash among the 
Bi^- Three it is a sharp reminder 
of" the truism that global peace 
depends upon their unity. 


Getting down to cases, the Unit- 


ed Nations security council has 
two troublesome problems on hand 
this week—the Russo-Iranian af- 
fair and the Polish demand for ac- 
tion against Spain's Generalissimo 
Franco, They are stormy enough 
but they are April showers com- 
pared with the hurricane which 
might develop in the coming meet- 
ins; of the foreign ministers of the 
"Bis: Four—Russia, Britain. France 
and America—which is due to as- 
semble in Paris on the 25th of this 
month to try to figure out the 
terms 
of the 
European peace 


treaties. 


If we can get by these two trou- 


ble-spots, and especially the for- 
eign ministers' parley, we shall 
have gone far toward ensuring 
world peace. 


First on the agenda of the se- 


curity council is the Iranian mat 
ter, which grew out of the pres- 
ence of Russian troops in that 
small country pending an adjust- 
ment of relations between the two 
nations.

Dear Friends: 
A coast-to-coast investigation of 


retail meat sales revealed that 83 
per cent of them were at above- 
ceiling prices, according to testi- 
mony given before a Senate com- 
mittee. 


A poultry raiser in Kansas, who 


has seme fryers almost ready for 
market, told me he was offered 
38 cents a pound for them, which 
is 8 cents over the ceiling. He turn- 
ed down the offer, but it is a good 
illustration of the sudden shift in 
the market. 


The poultry market was in the 


doldrums for a few weeks. The 
government announced a poultry 
price-support program. . .consider- 
ed removing ceilings.. .talked of a 
hatchery limitation order... urged 
farmers to cut down, out down, 
cut down. 


Now that they'\e got the ball 


rolling, it looks to me ds if it's 
going further than they expected 
or intended it to. And it seems 
hkely that we may be short of 
poultry before the year is over. 


The government asked for a 17 


per cent cut in the number of 
chicks started this year. The latest 
reports from hatcherymen indicate 
that the idea was over-sold, and 
it now looks as if there may be a 
25 per cent decrease in the number 
of 'chicks hatched—unless people 
who do have feed make up their 
minds, quick, to start some late 
April and May chicks. 


Poultry Selling Well 


The New York market report on 


dressed poultry- gives you an idea 
of what the situation is today—a 
situation which won't be reflected 
in government statistics until it is 
past time for starting chicks. The 
report says: 


"Movement of poultry off farms 


and to large consuming markets 
continues at a record-breaking 
pace for the time of year. At the 
same time there is an extraordin- 
ary disappearance of poultry from 
warehouses The shortage of most 
meat is primarily responsible for 
the heavy demand for poultry.

S4.S3, S5.19, S5.36 and 
S5.71, an increase of S1.22 in four 
years or a 27 Per cent increase for 
the monthly bills ending those 
years. At the same time the use 01 
electricity increased fiom 76 to 
127 kilowatt hours per month, and 
the 'cost per kilowatt hour cor- 
respondingly decreased from 5.8 
cents m 1941 to 4.5 cents in 1945.

There's only one 
thing to do: that is to get rid of 
them and incorporate their lands 
and people in a federal government 
which will include the whole vast 
sub-continent of India. 


There is a fair number of the 


major rulers who are progressive 
and may well be continued on their 
thrones, if their people so will it. 
I've been the guest of some of the 


reatest of the maharajahs in their 


Arabian nights palaces, and have 
stared with amazement at the big 
piles of blazing gems in their 
treasure houses. I have encounter- 
ed some great and good men 
among these potentates. 


However, for the most part these 


princes, big and small, are be- 
jeweled anarchronisms who aie a 
survival of centuries long dead. 
They are almost unbelievably pic- 
turesque, yes, but when you have 
said that you have named their 
chief virtue.

SOMETIMES, although an idea is wrong, it does no harm. Like th« 
idea that a square jaw is the sign of will power. That winters 
aren't as severe as they used to be, or that red hair denotes quick 
temper. 


But there are other wrong ideas, which are definitely harmful to 


public confidence in and understanding of industry. One such 
idea is the current "guessing" about profits made by large busi- 
ness organizations. 


Many people are apt to grossly exaggerate the money made by 


business. So Opinion Research Corporation (an independent 
organization) made a survey to learn just what the public thinks 
about profits. Compare these guesses and yours with the Inter- 
national Harvester profit figures given below. 


rate of profit in normal times. 
Many large businesses, including 
ourselves, would consider it a 
banner year if we could reach 
this figure. Our average profit for 
the last ten years—four icar and 
six peace—was 6.43% — more than 
a third less than what the public 
considers fair. 


All these figures show that our 


profits are not high. As a matter 
of fact, the entire farm machinery 
industry is a low profit industry. 
In 1944, the Federal Trade Com- 
mission published a list of 76 in- 
dustries ranked in order of their 
ratio of profits to sales.

Wages and materials consume 
nearly all of every dollar Har- 
vester takes in from sales. A Gov- 
ernment board has recommended 
and the Company has agreed to 
pay a general wage increase of 18 
cents per hour for Harvester fac- 
tory employees. The Government 
has also allowed price increases 
on raw materials which we pur- 
chase in large quantities. Steel 
has had an average increaie of 
8.2%.

present frozen levels. We will 
NOT "cut corners'' on any of our 
products, because QUALITY IS

approximately 300 competitors 
fighting us vigorously for your 
business.
